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1 . Claims 1-24 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
There is very little prior art that discloses a prediction of the latency of an 

instruction with a defined detection of a misprediction. Most of this art, including Pontius 
(U.S. Patent No. 6,029,243), fails to disclose predicting the latency prior to the 
scheduling and transmitting addresses responsive to scheduling. 

There is art that discloses all the limitations above, such as Hinton (U.S. Patent 
No. 5,55,432); however, the latency conditions are regarding the availability of register 
operands rather than the claimed "responsive to a predicted precision of the floating 
point operation." A rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103 was considered using Hinton or 
similar prior art as a primary reference and Pontius as a secondary reference— stating 
that it would be obvious to use this prediction method based on predicted precision 
rather than operand availability. This rejection did not appear appropriate; there would 
be no teaching in the combination of how this prediction would be accomplished. 
Pontius, for example, predicts based on information gained from the accessed operand 
register, which doesn't make sense for this combination. Similarly, the method for 
prediction based on operand availability in Hinton would not work in this combination 
either. Therefore, any alleged teaching of a prediction method within the Hinton/Pontius 
combination would either fail to meet all the claimed limitations or be based purely on 
hindsight. Either way, the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103 is not appropriate.
